Gradually the court, which 
was never as liberal as the 
critics insisted, changed as new 
appointments came in.

Status Quo 


Yet, partly because the press

The Governor of Georgia, who 
either hadn’t read the state- 
ments or didn’t understand them 
if he did, which was understand- 
able, issued an illogical statement. 
His course should be to expand 
regional educational facilities. 
The decisions constitute a clear 
warning to obey the law. 


As a matter of fact the Su- 
reme Court upheld _ States’ 
ights, a bit of irony not to be 
overlooked. 


Little Reason 


The reaction from the hysteri- 
cal fringe recalled a bit of dog- 
gerel by Jonathan Swift: 

“Logicians have but ill de- 
fined 

As rational, the human 
kind; 

Reason, they say, belonged 
to man; | 

But, let them prove it if 
they can.” 

So, let us take a text from 
Isaiah, 1:18, “Come now, let us 
reason together.” 

There were two school de- 
cisions by the court. 

Let us keep in mind, before 
we come to them, that the laws 
of the various Southern states 
require that the school facilities 
be separate but equal. 


The Decisions 


Now, let us proceed 
analysis of the decisions. 

Out in Texas a Negro student 
wishing to study law applied 
for admission to the state law 
school, The state, having no such 
school, hastily set up one. It was 
admittedly a poor substitute. 

So, the Supreme Court has 
ruled the State of Texas must 
provide equal services or admit 
him to the law school. 

That is not a new law. It is 
Texas’ own law. 

Oklahoma Negroes were ad- 
mitted to the university profes- 
sional schools. The Supreme 
Court said in this case that if 
the state did admit them it could 
not then discriminate against 
them. 

Has the court made a new rul- 
ing? 

Not at all. 

Any fair-minded person must 
see that the court has done noth- 
ing but rule once more that 
the states must provide equal 
facilities if they wish to main- 
tain -separate ones. 

In the matter of dining cars 
on trains which travel across 
state lines the court held there 
could be no compulsory segre- 
gation. There may be voluntary, 
and will be. This follows in line 
with the bus line, Pullman and 
air line decisions. 


Past Failure

Georgia’s Rep. James C. Davis 
and other Southern Congressmen 
were joined Tuesday by Klan 
leader Sam Roper in condemna- 
tion of the Supreme Court’s seg- 
regation rulings, but railway offi- 
cials had little comment on the 
dining car decision, awaiting a 
formal order from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 


Davis termed the Court’s action 
“a rank usurpation of legislative 
function,” and congratulated Gov. 
Talmadge on his “prompt and vig- 
orous declaration, with which I 
am in hearty accord.” 


In a speech prepared for the 
House Davis added that “the 
white people of Georgia and, I 
believe, of the entire South are 
not going to school with blacks, 
eat with them, or live with them.” 


The Court, he said, “by its con- 
tinual efforts to enforce radical 
ideas and philosophies upon the 
States and upon the people has 
weakened the confidence of the 
public in the Court.” 

Roper said the Court action 
would lead to “serious trouble in 
the South” if any attempt were 
made to enforce it.

37 Plane Survivors, 9 Bodies 
Taken From Sea; 18 Missing 


MIAMI, Fla., June 6—(UP)—Rescue craft Tuesday found 37 survivors of a charter plane 


of 18 others remained unknown. 


A destroyer which sped to the 
crash spotted by Coast Guard 
planes 270 miles northeast of Mi- 
ami plucked the lucky 37 from 
life rafts. 

Eight bodies were found float- 
ing in the choppy seas and a 
ninth man died from the savage 
attack of a shark as the destroyer 
was turning to pick him up. 

The crashed plane was a twin- 
engined charter craft of Westair 
Transport, a non-scheduled car- 
rier that has been cited for a long 
list of air safety violations.

With remarkable restraint, the 
Communists issued a mild state- 
ment asking “all patriots” to join 
in resisting this “suppression.” 
But the party called for no spe- 
cific action. 

The action indicates, the Red 
statement said, that the govern- 
ment “can no longer resist our 
fight against the establishment of 
military bases in Japan after a 
peace treaty.” 

Then to “all patriots” it added: 

“If you should give in to this 
move taken by the Yoshida cabi- 
net, the peace-loving people will 
be enslaved. We should stand as 
— in the fight before it is too 
ate.” 

The ban will remove the Com- 
munists’ most effective leaders 
and best public speakers from 
open political activity. They are 
trohibited from party member- 
ship—and technically from any 
guidance of party affairs or writ- 
ing, although this cannot be en- 
forced. 

Seven must give up seats in the 
Japanese Diet.

ATHENS, Ga., June 6—Beauti- 
‘ful Sanford Stadium, home of the 
University of Georgia Bulldogs 
‘and battleground of several games 


which made gate-receipt history in 


Southern football, now is having 
'6,000 new concrete seats added. 
But the 21-year-old natural am- 
phitheater will not have a larger 
‘seating capacity. 

The new concrete seats are re- 
placing wooden temporary stands 
on the South side, making its con- 
crete-seat capacity total 18,000— 
same as the Norts side. That’s a 
total of 36,000 concrete seats. 
There still will be room for some 
10,000 additional-temporary stands, 
which were made available origi- 
‘nally in 1946, making a seating ca- 
pacity of 46,000. 

The 6,000 concrete seats being 
constructed this Summer will 
cost $80,000. Remodeling in 1946 
cost $110,000. The stadium, 
when originaly built in 1928-29, 
cost only $180,000—a huge sum 
in those depression days, how- 
ever. 

The fact that the Georgia-Geor- 
gia Tech games of 1936-’26-’27-'28 
all were played in Atlanta is per- 
haps the main reason Sanford Sta- 
dium was constructed—in order to

Gate receipts paid for 
the stadium in only five ‘years. 


The stadium’s dedicatory 
game—against Yale in 1929— 
drew the largest crowd and gate 
receipts in Southern football his- 
tory up to that time. There were 
only 30,000 concrete seats, which 
were sold out, but the aisle seats 
and standing room swelled the 
attendance to 35,000. The flam- 
ing Sophomores of 1929 upset 
Yale, 15-0, with the immortal 
Catfish Smith (later an_ All- 
America end) scoring all 15 
points.

In a time when the shuttlecocks of our 
lives seem to fly back and forth between 
the poles of fear and confusion with regard 
. to Europe, it is good to have the somewhat 
reassuring voices of two of America 3 best- 
known and respected generals.

Bradley, perhaps the greatest field general 
of the war, spoke to the House Foreign 


A Lesson 
For the South 


New England may not yet be ready to 

take the South’s place as “the nation’s 

number one economic problem,” but indi- 
cations are it is headed in that direction. 


There was a time when the South 
would have taken great and smug comfort 
in New England’s plight. But we in this 
region have been tempered by our own 
continuing uphill struggle. We prefer to 
examine the causes of New England's 


slump, learning what we can for our own 
benefit and wishing that section a speedy 


recovery. 


New England’s economic condition 1s 
bad enough to warrant appointment of a 
special committee bv the President’s Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers. More than 200 
industrial development corporations and 
‘commissions have been organized to lure 
business and industry into the region. Un- 

- employment funds in some states are in 
critical stages of depletion. The whole 


area is worried. 


In a wav the nation’s growth has 
worked against New England. In earlier 
days the country’s population was cen- 
tered near the Atlantic seaboard. Trans- 
portation costs were favorable. But each 
year the center of population has moved 
westward. New England now is remote 
from market centers. 


But much blame can be attached to 
owners of industrial plants as well as 
union leaders. Both have been, and many 
remain, resistant to change. A large por- 
tion of New England’s factories are out- 
moded. There is a story of a Massachusetts 
manufacturer who hired an aggressive 
New Yorker to help his concern out of a 
slump. The New Yorker arrived, took one 
look at the antiquated plant and caught 
the next train back to New York. 


The South does not yet have such prob- 
lems, partly because most of its plants are 
new and their machinery modern. We like 
to think that both the South’s labor repre- 
sentatives and management have learned 
better than to resist new machinery and 
new methods. 


Some of the things New England is do- 
ing in an effort to restore her slipping 
economy could be emulated in the South 
with profit. For instance, there has been 
formed there the American Research and 
Development Corporation to provide risk 
capital for men with ideas but little or no 
money. One of the South’s biggest needs 


Affairs Committee in support of the ap- 
propriation for foreign arms aid. 

Looking back at the first year of this 
aid, he said, “We have confidence in what 
is being accomplished. A year ago, the 
su defense of Western Europe, in 
the face of a co-ordinated enemy attack, 
was a remote possibility. The military esti- 
mates were discouraging. 

“But it now appears possible that these 
European nations, with the help that the 
United States has given them, and the 
strength derived from our collective secu- 
rity planning, will—if given time—be able 
to defend and hold Western Europe, if 
our present rate of progress continues.”

these two voices will bring about a calm- 
ing of the national neuroses, a consumma- 
tion devoutedly to be wished. 


Most of our industry still 
is owned by outside interests. 


New England has given up much of 
her textile industry to the South and for 
that reason there is a certain amount of re- 
sentment against our region. The textile 
industry has come and is coming South 
largely because more economical opera- 
tions are possible when the raw product 
is close at hand. There was a time when 
low Southern wages entered the picture 
but wages paid here now are comparable 
to those paid in other sections. 


With all that, plus high taxes which dis- 
courage location of new industry, New 
England isn’t giving up. The South could 
tion devoutly to be wished.

President Would 
Allay War Fears 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has sen 
fit to reaffirm his recent declaration that the 
world today is closer to real permanent peace 

than it had been for the past five years. The occasion for 
the reaffirmation was a report by the Gallup poll indicating that 
a majority of the American people expect a new war to be started 
within the next five years. 

Mr. Truman does not agree with that at all. If a majority of 
our people do actually have such a feeling about the threat of 
war he would hasten to reassure them. It is not good for busi- 
ness or the national morale to have fancied threats of the kind 
hanging over us. The whole economy of the country might un- 
dergo a striking change if we permitted our actions to be geared 
to the thought of an early war. Such thoughts would be bound 
to have a restraining influence on everything we do. 


Unfortunately, the sensation seekers 
Too Much Talk among us may have contributed to these 
fears which the American people are reported to have. Too much 
loose talk about war has gone out over the air waves by irrespon- 
sible commentators and others. For the most part, they are about 
as competent to speak with any authority on the subject as a vet- 
erinarian would be to prescribe for a human patient. 

Some of our military leaders, particularly members of the Air 
Force, have also contributed to the hysteria reflected in the poll. 
They have’seemed to put*too much emphasis on our lack of air 
power to repel a massed invasion. In this the Air Force people 
are suspected of seeking to influence Congress in passing on addi- 
tional appropriations being sought for planes and air equipment. 

The basic factor in the public concern over the situation, of 
course, is the way the Russians have been behaving. We have 
been carrying on a “cold war” with them for the past five years 
and more. It began when they sought to deny us access to our 
zone of occupation in Berlin, which gave rise to the airlift program, 
since lifted. They have done everything to throw obstacles in the 
path of permanent world peace. 

But lately there have been reports from authoritative quarters 
offering some encouragement for the belief that the Russians are 
prepared to end the cold war. After his recent visit to Moscow, 
where he conferred with Marshal Stalin, Trygve Lie, Secretary- 
General of the United Nations, expressed the belief that such a de- 
velopment would soon come. 

President Truman is in better position to know the real facts 
about any danger of war than anyone else, of course. He has 
sources of information that come from a vast network of intelli- 
gence organizations, not only of this country but the other nations 
associated with us in the program for world peace and rehabili- 
tation. 


It is preposterous to believe that the President 
False Fears would try to deceive the country. On the other 
hand, it is equally important that he take steps to reassure the 
country against the false fears that have been aroused. 

How the President actually feels is best illustrated by recalling 
an incident that happened at the White House not long back. A 
prominent business man was expressing his fears of a war he pro- 
fessed to see coming. After listening for a while, Mr. Truman 
called him down with the statement that no one’s sources of in- 
fofmation were better than his and that he was able to say posi- 
tively and definitely that there would be no war in the foreseeable 
future. He dismissed the whole business as poppycock. 

Back of the President’s mind was the knowledge of the vast 
superiority we have over the Russians in everything from atomic 
weapons to industrial production. It is the difference between 
the 90 million tons of steel we produce annually and the 19 mil- 
lion tons the Russians are turning out. It simply does not make 
sense that the Soviet would provoke us to war when the odds are 
stacked against them as they are. 

None of this means, however, that we should sit tight on what 
we have and allow the Russians to catch up with u&. We are 
determined not to do that. Secretary of State Acheson gave a 


’ report to Congress the other day on what we are doing toward 


organizing the Western democracies of Europe into a balanced 
defense system against the time when the Russians might be 
tempted to make trouble. 

But what we are doing is guided more by caution than fear, 
We cannot afford to take chances. In the meantime, the Presi- 
dent would have the country know that, in his well-briefed 
opinion, there is no basis for the feeling that seems to be abroad 
in the land that we are faced with another outbreak of war within 
five years, or even in the foreseeable future.

State owner- 
ship is provided in a bill recently reported fa- 
vorably, 18 to 8, by the House judiciary commit- 
tee which is asking the rules committee for early 
consideration by the House.

Stanley asked about employes in the Flamingo.

Colonial Inn in Florida,” he said. “He was a 
partner in two places they had in Union City, 
N. J. There was a combination of 35 or 40 from 
the East and Middle West who have controlled 
gambling pretty well throughout the East, Florida 


and New Jersey. There was Buggsy; his partner, _ 


Myer Lansky; Myer’s brother, Jake; Abe Zwill- 
man, Doc Harris from Newark, Nigger Dan Rosen 


from Philadelphia, Harry Rosen from Philadel- 


phia, two brothers. And Phil Kaste] and Frank 
Costello, from New Orleans. He owns the Beverly 
Club in New Orleans, gambling. Frank Costello, 
Kastel’s partner, they have slot machines through- 
out New Orleans and the East. Then you have 
Sweeney from Boston, Eddie McGrath from New 
York, who is employed at the Flamingo. Arty 
Bieler, from Florida and New York. He is work- 
ing at Flamingo now. Packy Koffman works 
there. Hymie Sigel from New York, no relation 
to Benny, working in the Flamingo. Monk 
Shafer works there. He was interested in the 
Eastern places, too.

A Little Problem in Logistics 


Does anybody here know how much soap one, woman uses in four years? 


Is there any way to compute how much jello you'll eat or want to eat between 

now and 1954? Would you care to estimate how many pounds of coffee you'll re- 

quire during the next 1,460 mornings? These questions may be purely hypothetical 

to you and it won't make too much difference if you guess wrong—or at all. But 

oe to Miss Nan Fulson, a nurse at Crawford Long hospital, the right guess may be 

the difference between eating and not eating along about July, 1953. 


Miss Fulson is preparing to leave next 
September for Chung Ju, Korea, to serve as a 
Presbyterian missionary in the hospital in Chul- 
la Province and her orders are to come prepared 
to stay four years. 


“Look at that list,” moaned Miss Fulson 
faintly. and she held out a four-page mimeo- 
graphed brocheure. “It says here, ‘Bring four 
stoves and plenty of stove pipe and elbows.’ 
What do you suppose constitutes ‘plenty of 
stove pipe and elbows’?” 


The Atlanta nurse is advised to bring “four- 
season clothing you’d wear in Virginia or North 
Carolina.” In addition to four-season clothing, a 
gas or kerosene refrigerator (“which will op- 
erate during the intervals when the electric cur- 
rent goes off”), the wood stove with hot-water 
coil, the kerosene range and trash burners for 
heating bedrooms, she will set.out with: “Sad 
irons, electric iron in case electricity is available, 
flashlights with lots of bulb and batteries, as they 
deteriorate rapidly; an Aladdin lamp for use when 
current is off, ordinary kerosene lantern, tools, 
garden tools, buckets, washtubs, plenty of vege- 
table and flower seeds, 300 pounds of flour, 200 
pounds of sugar, 48 pounds of coffee and a case 
of margarine. 

This last is just a starter in staples, calculated 
to do Miss Fulson six months. The church board 
recommends that she multiply to find what she’ll 
need for four years and figure canned oo 
and the like accordingly. 


“And me not even owning a pillow case!’ > Miss 
Fulson is wont to cry. 

Actually, the long list and the fact that she 
will be allotted only $245 to fill it, doesn’t trouble 
the missionary-minded nurse at all. 

“I’m kidding, really,” she says cheerfully. “Of 
course, I have no idea how I’m going to get all 
that stuff—but I don’t doubt for a moment that 
when the time comes I’ll have what I need.” 

Nan Fulson joined the church five years ago 
while she was still in high school. She said she 
wandered into North Avenue Presbyterian church 
one morning “just ‘traveling on instinct and a 
terrible dissatisfaction with my life.”

“A pleasant, nice-looking man greeted me at 
the door. I thought he was an usher and I asked 
to be directed to somebody in charge so I could 
get in a Sunday school class.

MONDELLO LIDO, Sicily—Palermo’s main interest is architectural. This capital of Sicily has 
been held by many nations and traces of them remain in her buildings. The Saracens, the Normans 


and the Spaniards all had their day here and before them the Greeks: 


Other traces of the con- 


querors remain in the faces of the people. The Sicilian is not a type, but many types, ranging from 
the fair-haired and straight profiled to the swarthy and pugnosed. Palermo is a blend, a sampling 
of all the Mediterranean, and is not completely sold on being part of Italy. On Palermo’s walls, in 


addition to the usual “Up With the King,” and “Up With Mussolini” 


“Sicily, Unite With America.” 

Palmero is distressingly poor, and still is in 
the postwar “Hey Joe, gimme a cigarette, gimme 
money” stage. By day the city is dusty, dirty, a 
crumbling ruin, and points up the basic Italian 
problem of too many people and not enough work 
and food to go around. The economic pressure 
here is terrific, it seems even worse than Naples, 
and doubtless accounts for the avaricious tactics 
adopted toward the tourist. But when a man is 
starving, it is no sin to steal bread. 


The city is best seen by night. Darkness 
covers the scars of war and the sores of pov- 
erty, and poor as it is, Palermo polishes its 
shoes to promenade under the bright Neon 
lights and drop by the many cafes for a cup 
of expresso, a lot of conversation and an ear- 
ful of music. Palermo is also warm. The 
famous Italian spring has been late this year, 
and the tourist is met everywhere with the 
“so sorry this is most unusual” attitude. 


When I arrived in Palermo, the sirocco, a hot 
dry wind from Africa was blowing, and the local 
tourist agents were mopping their brows and 
apologizing “Most unusual for this time of year,” 
but to this chilled Georgian it felt good. 


Palermo offers the tourist a more colorful col- 
lection of churches and palaces than most cities 
visited so far. The Byzantine influence is strong, 
and the Moors left behind bright tiled courtyards 
and walls. The most unusual attraction is the 
Capuchin catacombs where 8,000 corpses sit, 
stand and lie in the attitudes of death. No one 
has been buried there recently, but many of the 
bodies are still well preserved and clothed and 
are easily recognizable as formerly distinguished 
members of the local gentry. 

Sicily is puppet crazy. Marionette shows are 
given in the streets, in the parks and in the res- 
taurants. The Salzburg Marionettes are in Pal- 
ermo now, Playing Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs to packed houses. Palermo also is ex- 
tremely musical, loves the opera, and lacking 
that, plays its radios 24 hours a day. Radio 
favorites this season include “Old McDonald Had 
a Farm,” “Missouri Waltz” and “Bongo, Bongo, 
Bongo.” 

Radio’s only competition here is the donkey 
population. Donkeys probably outnumber auto- 
mobiles in Palermo by five to one, and they’re in 
fine voice, day and night. Palermo evenings are 
nightmares of sound. The local donkey is doubt- 
less the world’s smallest and pulls the world’s 
fanciest two-wheeled carts. The romantic Sicilian 
spends his patrimony on decorations for his beast 
and cart and comes up with some startling ef- 
fects. Most carts are elaborately painted with 
battle scenes between the Saracens and the 
knights of Christendom, or carry the legend of 
St. George and the Dragon. And while the mas- 
ter may be in rags, the donkey is befeathered, 
beribboned and bejeweled. 

The horse population is also high, and a hired 
carriage is the accepted mode of transportation. 
But carriages are painted a conservative black, 
and the horses generally are a drab lot, though 
occasionally one may be seen with ostrich plumes 
in his harness or a broad red or white bow 
perched jauntily between his ears. 


Sicilian scenery is magnificent; abrupt 
rocky mountains, some of them snow-clad, 
steep cliffs rising from a jade green, tur- 
quoise and sapphire sea, white beaches in 
narrow sheltered coves, and intensive culti- 
vation where the land permits. Dark green 
lemon groves, bearing both bloom and ripe 
fruit alternate with the pale green of young 
grape leaves and almond blossoms, while 
everywhere at this season are the old Geor- 
gia standbys, wistaria, banksia roses and 
judas trees. . 


Palermo was too noisy by night and too dusty 
by day for comfortable living, so I came to Mon- 
dello, half an hour from town by stainless steel 
trackless trolley. Mondello is built around a 
strip of sand that rings a sheltered bay and is 
half ancient fishing village and half a modern 
suburb. But there are plenty of donkeys in Mon- 


& 


may be seen an _ occasional 


dello too, and ice cream men with high shrill 
whistles, and hucksters of fish, fruit. 


Home in Mondello is the Villa Esperia, a peri- 
sion in the best tradition of the Victorian novel. 
It is run by a family, husband and wife and all 
kindred within the third degree. There are two 
managers for each room, and three interested 
kibitzers at each meal. The villa is done in tones 
of dark brown and green. Heavy brown shut- 
ters keep out the sun by day and at night feeble 
bulbs give a dim light that is absorbed by heavy 
tasseled shades. Each room has one heavy lace 
curtain looped from a brass rod, regardless of 
the number of windows. The beds are master- 
pieces of the ironworkers art, and on top of my 
wardrobe, pale blue seraphim support a gray 
green bust of Dante. 


Life in the villa is very pleasant. Breakfast 
is served on a sunny terrace and lunch under a 
grape arbor by the side of a fountain ringed with 
calla lilies. Supper is more stately, and is served 
in the main sala, a small room, approximately 
one-fourth of whose cubic space is taken up by 
a glass chandelier that writhes its way from the 
ceiling half way to the floor. The chandelier ts 
wreathed in ivy for that final festive touch. The 
villa parlor is for decorative purposes only, and 
is furnished with straight-backed chairs and 
books extolling the glories of Sicily in about 
every language except English and Aramaic, 


Guests at the villa fit right in to the setting. 
There is a Swiss professor of languages improv- 
ing his vacation by a study of Sicilian dialects 
and a bright Australian lassie whose work among 
displaced persons for the last few years has 
given her a haunted look. She announced she 
intends to stay in Sicily until she laughs again, 
and then she’s going back home via the United 
States for a taste of gayety, plenty and security. 


After dinner conversations here naturally 
are on a high moral plane, and revolve 
around the obligations of the United States 
to the world. Europe looks on us as WPA 
workers once regarded Roosevelt once upon- 
a time, and our apparent willingness to save 
the world, no matter what the cost, has been 
accepted as a matter of course. Europeans 
will tell you that their present governments 
are not in power because they are popular 
but because the people believe they have 
United States support. Italians met so far 
show great enthusiasm for the House of 
Savoy, Mussolini or the Communists, but 
little or no affection for the present govern- 
ment of moderates. The more literate, or 
eynical Europeans will tell you that they . 
don’t want democracy; that it is a luxury 
for the rich only, and that Europe cannot 
afford it. And late in the evening as the 
wine flows freely, they will add that they 
think it as presumptuous of America to wish, 
an alien form of government on them, as it 
was of Russia to force communism on her 


satellites. 


“My God,” swore a French acquaintance ore 
evening, “the people you send here to teach us 
democracy. They think an international ping 
pong tournament will bring about immediate 
friendship and understanding among nations, 
and that a two-day seminar will settle all prob- 
lems for once and for all.”

Here and earlier at Franklin the 
“school teacher” said that his op-| 
ponent in the gubernatorial race, 
had made no preparation to insure | 
the segregation in Georgia schools. | 

“Talmadge has been derelict in | 
his duty,” Thompson shouted. “I 
saw this coming months ago and 
began planning toward it. When I 
opened my campaign, I set forth 
my plans for an $80,000,000 school 
building program. 

“Talmadge has ignored the 
warnings of the only big newspa- 
per that has ever said anything 
good about him. The Atlant: Con- 
tion has been hammering away | 
away with the warning that our 
schools must be separate but 
equal.” 

Thompson was introduced here 
by Atty. R. W. (Chatty) Martin, 
who declaret Georgia is at the 
crossroads of her political destiny. 

A cheering crowd of 1,200 hoot- 


ed down a Talmadge heckler on 
the roped off LaGrange Square. 

Thompson demanded of the 
heckler, “are you on the State pay 
roll?” When the man replied in 
the negative. the ex-Acting Gov- 
ernor advised him,” “Go over to 
the Capital in the morning. They’ll 
put you on the pay roll.” 

- At two other Northwest Geor- 
gia stops Tuesday Thompson re- 
affirmed a pledge to “uphold the 
Georgia Constitution and guaran- 
tee segregation in public schools, 
including the University System. 

Enthusiastic audiences that 
“joined right in” spurred Thomp- 
son’s confidence at Douglasviile 
and LaGrange. 

At Douglasville, where some 250

“The consumption of tax-paid 
distilled spirits in Georgia in 1949 
was 45 percent below the con- 
sumption in 1946, a record year 
in the industry,” said Gen. 
Schwengel. “For the same period, 
the consumption throughout the 
nation dropped only 26 percent, In 
Georgia, the consumption in 
March, 1949, was.48 percent below 
the consumption 1m March, 1949.” 

These figures mean, explained 
Gen. Schwengel, that the high 
taxes on liquors in Georgia have 
caused the law of diminishing re- 
turns to go to work. These taxes, 
he said, have opened the flood- 
gates for an increasing supply cf 
bootleg and “meonshine whiskies, 
and the State’s revenues from 
taxes on distiled liquors will, as 
a result, continue to decline. 

Gen. Schwengel said Georgia’s 
floor tax of $4 a gallon on liquors 
stored in warehouses is “unprece- 
dented” and that Georgia is the 
only State in the Union which 
levies this tax. 

“The fact is that the repeal of 
prohibition is simply not being 
given a chance to work in Geor- 
gia,” he added. 

Charles D. Redwine, Georgia’s 
Commissioner of Revenue, spoke 
pledging his continued co-opera- 
tion with the Association to stop 
the flow of non-tax-paid liquor in 
Georgia.

S generally, people still do not 
know what cerebral palsy is, and~not ing, they are 
embarrassed and shun the uncertain victims of it as if 


with jerking muscles and uncontrolled 
movements or problems of halting speech are no 
more mysteriously afflicted than if they had suffered a broken 
arm 


A section of their brain, usually the motor center, just above 
the ear, has been injured at birth and it does not heal. They must 
» other of the brain to compensate for that por- 

tion’s crippled condition. 

They are not “mental” cases; they are aver or above in in- 
telligence. They can be immeasurely improved by patience, skill, 
therapy. They can learn to handle their bodies, to speak more 
surely, and with proper treatment, can develop into self-sufficient 
adults with a contribution to make to their communities. 

This attitude toward “CPs” is modern, promising, new. It is 
exciting and challenging. It is also expensive. It takes physio- 
therapists, especially trained teachers, delicate equipment. 

In Atlanta the parents and friends of these appealing young- 
sters banded together a year or so ago to form a chapter of the 
Cerebral Palsy Society, and to pool their efforts to start a school. 
They had to limit their facilities to only 18 children, but their 
7 co agg to prove that the 700 CPs in the Atlanta area could be 


They were considering, too, the CPs to come. Cerebral Palsy, 
you see, is no epidemic. Statistics can forecast exactly how many 
victims of it will be born this year and next and science knows 
no way to avoid it. 

Their little project was begun at St. Luke’s Episcopal Church, 
with heart-lifting hopes. 

Then the state turned down their request for an appro- 
priation. Too many men in the state government considered 
Cerebral Palsy victims as “not bright,” suggested an asylum 
and the money was not allocated. 

The next blow was the refusal of the local committee on ap- 
peals to permit the Cerebral Palsy Society to sell lilies on the 
streets of Atlanta. The appeal board had considered it just an- 
other in the long line of “charitable begging.” 

There is no room in the hearts of CP parents for self pity. 
They indulged in no resentment. But their work was too real to 
be dropped. 

Now Doris O’Mara, the dancing teacher who has used her 
talent and ingenuity before in the interest of the quaking little 
ones, has organized a musical production to raise money for their 
needs. 
“Stairway to Stardom” will be presented Thursday night at 
North Fulton High School at 8:30; again at Russell High, East 
Point Friday night at the same hour, and a third time at 10 a. m. 
Saturday at the Tower Theater. It will combine professional and 
amateur talent, and rehearsals indicate it will be a sparkling revue. 

The polio youngsters had President Roosevelt and that won- 
derful slogan “They dance that others might walk.” The CPs, who 
have had a lifetime of crippling, cannot hope for a Franklin 
Roosevelt, but they do depend on us. And money, for them, can 
be a crutch.

Don’t get the idea that you have to sit with your nose 
in a fashion magazine, tour the stores daily and drop by 
your fitters every five minutes to be well-dressed. 

One of the best-dressed women in Atlanta settles her 
sartorial problems with two general shopping trips a year 
and one trip each season for accessories. 

She is Mrs. Herman Berg, former fashion director for 
a local store and now free-lance fashion consultant for a na- 
tional cosmetic concern and an Atlanta specialty shop. 

Mrs. Berg, who manages her home and part-time career as 
deftly as she bounces her two beautiful grandchildren on her knee, 
claims that her success with clothes comes from organization.

Every woman, according to
